2 Pasturize“Your Milk. 


Dr. &. C.. Schroeder of the bureau 
of animal industry, Department. of 
Agricultire, gives the following: ad- 
vice to users of milk, during the pres- 
ent epidemic of foot and mouth di- 
sease: ) 
| “Place. the boitle of milk, auépened,. 
in a Vessel containing cold. water, 
which should extend at Icast’ two- 
thirds of the way up the sides: of the 
bottle, The bottles should be. ptaced 
on something that will raise them off 
the bottow of the vessel. Place the 
vessel on the fire and bring the tem- 
perature of the water. gradually up to 
about 155 degrees. The temperature 
should not go above 160 degrees or 
below 145, Maintain the temperature 
at about 155 degrees for twenty min- 
utes, without removing the capa from 
the bottles. Remove the vessel from 
the fire and allow the milk in the bot- 
tles to cool slowly, the bottles. atill be- 
ing kept capped. 

“This method of pasturization wilt 
render milk wholly safe for ose, will 
destroy the organisms of all diseases 
and will not change the flavor or pal- 
atahility of the milk or cream, Mi- 
croscopic ¢zaminations of milk ao pas- 
turized show that the baccilli of tu- 
berculosia, typhoid fever, scariet fr. 
ver and other diseases are killed, aad 
(this ia true likewise. of all other di- 
ease organisms.’
